MOVE UNABATED 


Richmond, Va., July 3.—Labor con- 


ditions in the south, the resuit of the 
migration of the negro, have not im- 
preved, but probably have grown 
worse during the last month, accord- 
ing to the monthly statement of the 
federal reserve bank of Richmond, 
made public here. South Carolina has 
lost more negro laborers than have 
North Carolina and Virginia, it is 
stated. 

Reviewing the labor situation in the 
fifth district, the bank statement 


Bays: 

“Although there has been a decide} 
increase in the number of new con- 
siruction projects started during the 
past month in comparison with earlier 
months of the spring, there has been 
no let-up in work on buildings alread) 
under construction, and of these there 
are enough to give employment to 
a skilled workmen than are avail- 
able.

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Legion Commends © 
Foreign Policy 
Of National Body 


Athens, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)— 
The American Legion always will 
find him willing to enjoy their con- 
fidence and counsel in carrying out 
the program for rehabilitation and 
hospitalization of disabled veterans, 


General Frank T. Hines, director of 
the United States veterans’ bureau, 
declared in his address here today. 

General Hines succeeded Director 
Forbes, who differed with the Nation- 
al American Legion organization in 
the policy for conducting the veter- 
ans’ bureau. 

The speaker declared he does not 
expect to economize in the conduct 
of his department to the injury of 
the disabled men, but will take the 
shortest route to perform the work 
of tif bureau and carry on a busi- 
ness administration. He declared 
President Harding is deeply concern- 
ed in the bureau's work and watches 
the conduct of the office with interest. 

Rehabilitation of disabled men, 
making them fit for service to their 
country, is one of the bureau’s most 
important duties, he said. He said the 
best hospitalization is that which 
puts a man on his feet. 

Commend Policy. 

The foreign policy of the national] 
organization of the American Legion 
was strongly commended in the report 
of Commander Rodney Cohen, of Au- 
gusta, delivered at the morning ses- 
sion of the convention. And “the 
present objective of the allies to col- 
lect from the republic of Germany the 
compensation allowed by the treaty of 
Versailles, for the wilful and wanton 
destruction of the physical properties 
of the republic of France” meets with 
the approval of 90 per cent of the 
people of the United States, the re- 
port declared. 

_ Pointing out that the sole legisla- 
tion in Georgia to date with reference

In the sections of that state 
which have felt the full ravages of the 
boll weevil there are hundreds of ne- 
groes who have found it really difft- 
cult to get sufficient money or credit 
to provide the barest necessities of 
life, and many of the landowners for 
whom these negroes formerly worked 
are in little better condition. 
Some Will Return. 

“Some of the negroes who go north 
and west will of course return in time 
to the south and signs are not lack- 
ing to indicate that many of them are 
finding conditions in their new homes 
far ditferent from their expectations. 
but probably most of the migrants, 
and especially the younger and more 
capable ones, will adjust themselves 


; 


to their surroundings, and will be per- 
manently lost to the south. Whatever 
the effect of this movement in the! 
long run it is hard for the farmers to | 
adjust themselves to the shortage in 
available labor so suddenly, and at 
present many planters § are worried 
about the outlook for the immediate 
future. The large plantation owners 
who depend upon tenant or hired 
labor are of course the chief sufferers 
migration, the small land 
owner not being affected as a rule 
since a large proportion of his work 
is done by members of his own fam- 
ily, and in the cases where he rents 
2 part of his small farm to one or 
two tenant families, the relation he- 
tween landlord and tenant is so close 
that he has found less difficulty in 
holding his laber than the man wkv 
employs many workers and comes in 
contact with them through overseers. 

“While the farmers are chief suf- 
ferers from the shortage of colored 
labor, otber industries are also har] 
hit. Lumber mills are having diffr 
culty in securing sufficient workers 
to keep their plants running to ca- 
pacity and brick yards report similar 
trouble. Paving and road contractors 
throughout the fifth district could use 
many more workmen if they could be 
had at wages the contractors ean af- 
ford to pay, and city street and sewer 
work is being delaycd in some cases 
by insufficient working forees. There 
is hardly a single large employer of 
colored labor who has not lost some 
workers during the migration, ard 
those lost in many cases have nc-+ 
been replaced because new workers 
are not available.

Im it Mr. Davis challenges his ene- 
mies to prove their charges and says 
the whaqlg thing has been a frameup 
on the part of the enemies of the hu 
Klux Klan. He alleges he was of- 
fered money to resign quietly from 
the union and declares his intention 
of bringing the executive committee 
“before the courts of justice that they 
may suffer for their rash actions in 
trying to ruin me as a minister of 
the gospel and a citizen of Georgia.” 

He adds he can prove that the 
charges are false and manufactured 
“for the purpose of ruining me in my 
race for congress from the eleventh 
district.” 

He closes by saying, “I am in the 
fight to stay, and for the sake of 
God, the Christian churches, and Prot- 
testant Christianity, please give this 
publicity.” 

Dr. E. Powell Frazer, a member of 
the executive committee of the Farm- 
ers’ union, who voted to depose Mr. 
Davis, declared tonight that notices 
have gone out to the local organiza- 
tions of the Farmers’ union, telling 
of the dismissal of Mr. Davis as pres- 
ident. 

“He igs no lohger connected with 
the organization,” said Dr. Frazer. 
“We gave him an opportunity to re- 
sign; he insisted upon having a trial 
and we gave him an opportunity to 
name the date. He chose 11 o'clock 
Saturday morning, June 30, and the 
‘committee was here to try him. He 
did not appear.,

Stone Mountain’s 
Side Is Pierced 
By 5,000 Holes 


Five thousands holes have been 


drilled on the side of Stone mountain 
since the work was started on the 
great Confederate memorial on Mon- 
day, June 18, it was announced Tues- 
day by the executive committee of the 
Stone Mountain Confederate Monu- 
mental association. 

By the endef the present week the 


first block of granite will be removed 
in the shelf which must be cut above 
the figure of General Robert E. Lee 
to give the necessary depth for a 
has relief carving, which cannot be 
carved on a flat surface. 

Dynamite or other explosives can- 
not be used in cutting this shelf. It 
has to be cut a block at a time by 
drilling two rows of holes, one per- 
pendicular and the other horizontal, 
and driving wedges into these holes 
to split out the granite. 

The holes are being made _ with 
pneumatic drills by men suspended in 
specially designed leather saddles at 
the end of steel cables operated on 
electric drums on the platform about 
two-thirds of the distance up the 
mountain side. 

It was stated at association head- 
quarters that 5,000 holes in two 
weeks was exceptionally good prog- 
ress, in view of the difficulties under 
which the drillers are working. 

When the full amount of granite 
has been removed from the shelf or 
‘north’ in the granite above the 
place where General Lee’s figure is 
to be carved, the preliminary rough- 
ing out of the figure will be started 
by Gutzon Borglum, the sculptor. 

Tons of granite will be split off 
and lowered to the bas: of the moun- 
tain, to be saved for constructing the 
great amphitheater, before a start can 
be made on the sculpture..

A HARMFUL SYSTEM. 
As might have been expected, the 


publication of the government’s cot- 
ton estimate, as of June 25, made 
public Monday, was attended by 
sharp breaks in spot and contract 
prices, not only on the American, 
but on the Liverpool and other Eu- 
ropean markets. 

The report as to increased acre- 
age and as to estimated belt yield 


for 1923 came as a bolt from the 
blue, and surprised even the bears, 
who had anticipated a report in 
their favor and began forcing heavy 
liquidations two hours before the 
report was released. 

It is generally conceded, even by 
the brokers, that the government’s 
estimate of acreage did not take 
into ‘account subtractions of aban- 
doned acreage by reason of weather 
and labor conditions. 

From private reports the gross of 
these abandonments is enormous, 
and it is known that in Georgia 
they are heavier than they ever 
have been in the past at this sea- 
son, due to several weeks of almost 
continuous rains, and to an acute- 
ness in the labor situation, due to 
an exodus of both white and col- 
ored farm hands, that is unprece- 
dented. 

If it is true that the acreage re- 
ported by the government did not 
take into consideration the aban- 
doned acreage, it is as inexcusable 
as it is unfortunate, for the break 
in prices has cost’ the holders of 
cotton, on the-markets at the time, 
literally millions of dollars. 

That the estimate of an 11,412,- 
000 crop for 1923 is abnormai, in 
the face of existing:labor and boll 
weevil conditions, is generally 
known, by those who know cotton 
production from the practical side, 
however scientific may have been 
the method used by the government 
experts in reaching that forecast. 

These reports ought to be dis- 
continued in the interest of fair- 
ness. They can serve no good pur- 
pose, and they do serve distress- 
ingly bad purposes.

HEALTH TALKS

HOW ABOUT THIS CATARRH? 

Little while ago I said, for the 
twenty-seventh time here, that there 
is no such disease or condition as 
“catarrh.” Seems am about the 
only person in the country who thinks 
so, aside from a number of really good 
doctors. 

“If it isnot catarrh, what then is 
it? You know that it is called catarrh 
by almost every practicing physician,” 
scolds a Louisville reader. 

“Noticed you claimed there is no 
such thing as catarrh,” a St. Paul man 
writes. “Understand you clso assert 
there is no such thing as a cold, in- 
grown hair from shaving, nervous 
breakdown or weak lungs. Calling a 
cold by the name of coryza—a name 
you can’t find in the dictionary and 
nobody knows how to spell or pro- 
nounce—is what some people call just 
Doc Brady's bull.”

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PICKLED VEGET ABLES. 

You can pick'e many vegetables, if 
you have a family with a taste for 
them. And the comforting thing is 
that you need not wait until late au- 
tumn, as is necesssary in making so 
many pickles, to do it. Onions and 
cauliflower, for instance, you can 
pickle whenever these vegetables are 
plentiful. And by doing them early 
you lighten your pickling burden of 
the late autumn. 

To Pickle Tomatoes—Take 
smooth green tomatoes, 
them in salt and water, 
vessel and put them over the fire to 
scald; that is, to let the water become 
boiling hot; then set the kettle off; 
take them from the pot into a basin 
of cold water; to enough cold vinegar 
to cover them put whole pepper and 
mustard seed; when the tomatoes are 
cold, take them from the water, cut 
each in two across, shake out the 
seeds and wipe the inside dry with a 
cloth, then put them into glass jars, 
and cover with the vinegar; cover 
with a close-fitting tin cover.

States Attorney James R. Kelley, 
incensed at a remark made by Leoni- 
das EK. Wade, chief counsel for the 
defense, who alleged the state wus not 
conducting the case “fairly and 
squarely,” made for Mr. Wade with 
fists doubled up, but other attorneys 
and a deputy sheriff interfered. <A 
few minutes later hostilities were 
again renewed, and the officers again 
blocked chances of any flying fist 
Janding on its intended mark. Order 
was restored in the court room and 
Judge M. A. MeMullin ordered the 
trinl to proceed, 

The jury was not a witness to 
the scene, it -having been ordered by 
the court to retire’ at the request of 
Mr. Wade, in order that a point of 
law could be argued. 

Claims Duty Performed. 


Higginbotham, who is charged in an 
indictment with murder in eonnec- 
tion with the death of Martin Tabert, 
of North Dakota, presented sworn 
testimony today, declaring he was per- 
forming his duty in whipping Tabert 
ten licks with a strap weighing one 
pound and eleven ounces. « 

The defense also presented thirty- 
seven out of a total of fifty-three 
witnesses, all hailing from Clay, the 
defendant's home county. They tes- 
tified Higginbotham was of good 
character. County officials, a former 
inayor of Greencove Springs, the coun- 
ty seat, and farmers made up the tes- 
tifving delegation.

SENDS WHEAT UP 


Chicago, July 3.—Black rust fears 
together with a bullish estimate of 
corn average led to an upturn in grain 
vvalies today, despite the fact that 
prices at first were lower. Wheat 
closed unsettled at 1-8 to 3-4 cent net 
advance with September 1.03 3-8 to 
1.038 1-2 and December 1.06 1-4 to 
1.06 3-8. Corn finished half to 1 
cent up, oats at a shade to 1-49:5-8 
cent gain, and provisions at a rise 
varying from 7 cents to 15 cents, 


With reports indicating favorable 
weather both for the harvesting and 
growth of the domestic crop, wheat 
opened easy in response to lower quo- 
tations at Liverpool. Later, however, 
rains in the southwest and talk of black 
rust danger in the northwest helped to 
swing the market upward. One ex- 
pert wired from Bradley, S. D., that 
conditions were right for the spread 
of black rust, and another expert 
wired from Fargo, N. D., that traces 
of black rust had developed in many 
fields during the last few days.

New Orleans, July 3.—Cotton was on the 
down grade most of the day, owing to good 
weather over most of the belt, increasing 
crop ideas as result of yesterday's acreage 
figures from the government and critical 
European situation, 

The trade as a whole were more in- 
clined to sell or liquidate than to buy but 
there was enough buying on a scale down 
by some interests to intimidate sellers and 
to cause a fair sized covering movement in 
the last half-hour. 

The feature of the day was the explana- 
tion of yesterday's acreage report from the 
government sent to us in reply to an in- 
quiry asking if allowance had been made 
for land abandoned after planting on account 
of labor shortace and bad weather.

The regular street work program of 
the city construction department was 
abandoned Tuesday while the fuli 
force of the department was thrown 
into the work of repairing damage 
caused in tue fourth and eighth wards 
by the heavy storm Monday night.

Rules Mobile Judge 


Mobile, Ala., July 3.—A decision 


which it is said is of great impor- 
tance in connection with the seizure 
of automobiles in which liquor bas 
been found was rendered by Judge 
Robert 7T.. Ervin of the disirict fed- 
eral court here today. In the pro- 
ceedings of the government against 
an automohile used by H. L, Puckett,
